A telephone call to Salt Lake 
City, Utah, seemed in order be- 
cause—- 

More impor- 
tant than the 
bare bones of 
the skeleton so 
long in Repub- 
lican Congress- 
man Douglas 
R. Stringfel- 
low’s closet is 
why he built his 
political life on 
the. uncertain 
sands of a fan- 
tastic lie. 

Now that his lie has collapsed 
with his confession, the basic hu- 
man question, as always is, 
“Why?” 

Why did a young man, a non- 
combat veteran, present himself 
as the sole survivor of a secret 
30-man O.S.S. mission dropped 
behind German lines near Nuern- 
berg to help allies on their as- 
sault on the Siegfried Line and 
to capture a German atomic 
scientist? It was a tale richly 
embellished with cloak and dag- 
ger heroics. 


It was a fantasy which had 
brought him local, county, and 
finally, state and national hon- 
ors. He went to the Congress 
of the United States because of 
tis elaborately conceived lie. 


Then, suddenly, it crashed. 
Sobbing, he appeared on a tele- 
vision program. 

But careful listeners noted a 
curious thing. He said that it was 
all without any vestige of truth, 
and he was sorry. 


Yet, he wanted to hold on to 
all he had gained by the lie. 
And this was duly noted. It was 
this which Jed to his resigna- 
tion—which privately was re- 
quested and which the White 
House, still flying the banner 
of a crusade, unofficially urged. 
Until this occurred he apparent- 
iy was prepared to stay in the 
race. 


Explanation? 


“Long distance’’ went to work. 
Out in Salt Lake City ‘a well-in- 
formed man, long-time friend of 
Congressman Stringfellow, soon 
was reported ready to talk. With 
preliminary greetings out of the 
way, I said: 

‘“‘Look, I am not seeking any 
bricks to throw at the man. He 
already is in his privately cre- 
ated hell. What I'd like to know 
is if you can tell me what it 
was within the man which made 
him so want applause and status 
and to feel the spotlight on him 
that he would adopt such dan- 
gerously extreme measures to 
gain it?’ 

‘‘We’ve all wondered at that,” 
he said. ‘“‘We began to suspect 
the truth months ago. 


“It probably dates back,”’ he 
gaid, ‘‘to the days when he was 
a radio commentator and a civic 
club speaker m Ogden (Utah). 
One day a politician heard him 
and said to him: 


** ‘Doug, you have the power to 
make people cry when you talk. 
And if you can make them cry 
you can make them vote for 
you. You ought to get into poli- 
tics.’ 


Power 


‘“‘We think that was the begin- 
ning. He became interested in 
this power to arouse the emo- 
tions of those who heard him. 
And so, he began to dream up 
dramatic, heroic stories. He in- 
vented stories of torture by the 
Germans, of being starved and 
beaten, of his companions being 
killed. ... 


“The sight of misty eyes and 
the sound of sobs apparently 
were like a drug to him. It 
was power. As increased honor, 
position and adulation came to 
him he polished his story. With 
his nice smile and clean-cut face 
he made the women sob and the 
men fight back tears. It took 
him to Congress.... ” 


Newspapers in Salt Lake City 
put their editorial finger on the 
moral issue ... if a man can 
win honor and position by a lie, 
shall he be allowed to retain all 
that he has thereby gained mere- 
ly because he had been caught 
and confessed? 

There were many persons who 
insisted that Congressman 
Stringfellow stay in the race; 
that he had “‘paid’’ by confess- 


ing. 

Was not this, asked the edito- 
rials, an indication of what is 
wrong with the moral fabric of 
America, and more especially 
of its political morality? 

Do we honor those who by cor- 
rupt practices and lies attain 
position and power, and consider 
them martyrs when they are ex- 
posed? 

The answer is—a lot of us do. 

If we knew how many we'd 
know more about our .country 
and its future.

ICC Asked 
To End Rail

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (®—The 
Justice Department urged the ICC 
today to ban the separation of 
White and Negro passengers on 


12 railroads serving the South. 


The department, supporting an 
anti-segregation petition by the Na- 
tional Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People, said, 
“The time has come for the com- 
mission . . . to deciare unequivo- 
cally that a Negro passenger is 
free to travel the length and 
breadth of this country in the same 
manner as any other passenger.” 

Simultaneously, seven of the rail- 
roads asked the commission to 
rule that racial segregation is 
‘not contrary’ to any provision 
of the ICC Act. : 

Hearings on the petition were 
held last summer. No ruling has 
been made yet. 

The Supreme Court in 1950 out- 
lawed segregation in railroad din- 
ing cars 

The Justice Department con- 
tended in a brief that separation of 
whites and Negroes on railroads 
operating in interstate commerce 
violates not only the ICC Act but 
also the Constitution. 

The seven railroads in their 
brief said they set aside separate 
coaches or parts of coaches for 
Negro and white passengers afid 
that accommodations for the two 
races are “substantially equal.” 

The brief was filed by the At- 
lantic Coagt Line; Santa Fe; Gulf, 
Mobile & Ohio; Kansas City South- 
ern; Louisville & Nashville; St. 
Louis-San Francisco, and Southern 
Railroads.

man parties would be free to 
participate. They were not free| 
to do this in the last Saar election | 
in November 1952. 

It is expected that Mendes- 
France and Adenauer will resume 
the Saar negotiations later in the 
week, after the Chancellor’s con- 
sultation with German party 
leaders.

It Is Time to Stop 
This Foolish Waste 


The State of Georgia and its 159 coun- 
tier will lose a lot of badly needed rev- 
enue this year because of a faulty sys- 
tem of collecting automobile taxes. 

In Fulton County alone, an estimated 
40.000 car owners have failed to return 
their autos for taxes, much less pay what 
is due. Fulton,- however, is going to a 
lot of trouble to run down the tax dodg- 
ers by checking the state’s list of those 
of its residents who purchased license 
tags this year. 

This is a cumbersome, time-wasting 
system at best. And it is a safe bet that 
very few other counties will even make 
this effort. 


Out of every tax dollar collected on 
automobiles, 242 cents goes to the state, 
the remainder to the county of registra- 
tion. As of Monday, the motor vehicle 
unit of the state revenue department re- 
ported that it had sold 1,147,540 license 
tags this year. It is impossible to esti- 
mate under our lack of system what per- 
centage of the owners of these cars still 
owes the state and counties, and what 
percentage has paid up. 

The last General Assembly passed a 
measure that would have required auto 
owners to show their property tax re- 
ceipts in order to buy a license tag. This 
bill would have plugged this big leak, but 
Governor Talmadge vetoed it on the 
grounds that it impugned the honor of the 
citizenry. ' : 

It should be obvious by now that 
while honor systems may work in prep 
schools and some colleges they are totally 
ineffective in opposition with the great 
American sport of beating the tax collec- 
tor. 

The sale of auto tags at county court- 
houses instead of through a central office 
at the Capitol was an issue in the recent 
campaign for governor. 
Fulton County’s tax collector, would like 
to see this plank in Gov.-Nominate Mar- 
vin Griffin’s platform put into effect. 


Mr. Suttles also would like to be able 
to collect taxes due the state and county 
on motor vehicles at the same time li- 
cense tags are sold, a plan that seems 
absolutely watertight. 


Methods of raising more money for 
our various governments are under con- 
stant discussion. It is ridiculous to con- 
sider new taxes when enforcement of tax 
laws already in effect would considerably 
increase the income of the state and all 
its counties.

The U.N. Is Attacking 
The Sources of War 


This is United Nations Week. Its high 
spot will be Sunday—United Nations Day. 

To those persons who seek always for 
the quick formula, the ready-made pana- 
cea, the United Nations organization js a 
failure. 

To those who looked for it to be a 
wender drug which dramatically would 
cure a sickness which has afflicted the 
world for centuries, if not, indeed, from 
the dawning of recorded history—the 
United Nations has “not worked.” 

Somewhat understandably, and typi- 
cally, human nature being what it is, our 
attention has been focused almost exclu- 
sively on the United Nations as an instru- 
ment designed solely to bring about peace 
and international concord. Its critics cry 
that it has failed utterly insofar as world 
peace is concerned. 

But, has it? 

We have avoided war. And, ines- 
capably, it was a United Nations “peace,” 
unsatisfactory as many of its provisions 
were and are, which ended-the fighting 
in Korea. It was a United Nations de- 
cision to intervene against Communist ag- 
gression in Korea. If was a United Na- 
tions force—even though we supplied the 
greater part—which halted that aggres- 
sion. It was a United Nations team 
which supervised the truce and the peace. 

It was this Korean truce which had a 
great influence on the agreement which 
brought about a truce and a peace in 
Indochina, even though this issue was 
never formally before the U.N. 


We have ignored, too, the really fine 
work and concrete achievements by U.N. 
agencies in the field of education, health, 
Sanitation, culture and agriculture. Pa- 
tiently and largely unrewarded with 
praise, these agencies have made major 
contributions in the field of international 
relations. 


The U.N. remains a great moral force— 
which no nation would wish to denounce 
and renounce in favor of war. It strives 
in a field of ancient sickness and ten- 
sion. Let us give it our prayers and our 
support, ever seeking to make it stronger 
and more effective. 

If it has not brought world peace it 
has at least steered us away from world 
war.

Polio Is Being Licked, 
Thanks to United Effort 


The National Foundation for Infantile 
Peralysis has announced a step that may 
climax the long and. agonizing battle to 
conquer this disease that has for centuries 
been one of the most dread maladies of 
mankind. 


Although its value has not definitely 
been determined, enough evidence of its 
effectiveness has been accumulated that 
the Foundation has contracted to purchase 
enough Salk polio vaccine to immunize 
9,000,000 children. P 


The order involving expenditure of 
$9,000,000, is the payoff of efforts of mil 
lions of American citizens through the 
years to find an effective method of pre- 
venting polio. It is the result of the 
dimes, nickels and dollars that have been 
contributed to the all-out campaign to 
find the cause and preventive for the 
disease, 

The order will amount to far more ac- 
tually than the $9,000,000 immediately 
appropriated. It will permit a huge ex- 
pansion of present facilities for making 
the vaccine, pointing the way to commer- 
cial development that will speed up its 
availability to all children. 

Polio is about to become another of 
the maladies that have been licked be- 
cause of the spirit of the American peo- 
ple. Realization of a problem brings 
about the united effort that admits no 
defeat.

While Politicians Dally, 
We Still Have Drought 


It is painfully obvious that while a 
great many persons in our state listen to 
pleas from our political leaders, the 
Heavenly Hosts in charge of rain do not. 

Heavy rains have fallen all about us. 
But, so far there is no sign of rain for 
Georgia. The disconsolate weather man 
diligently searches the sky and bends his 
ear for the sound of the prophetic rain 
crow. But, alas, with no success. 

In the Okefenokee Swamp buzzards 
feast on the dead fish, stranded in pud- 
dies or left trapped on: long stretches of 
mud where once the murky waters were 
cool. and deep. Forest fires threaten. 
Farmers are in a truly tragic position. 
Federal aid is msufficient. Their own 
state does nothing for them. Indeed, it 
does not even suggest any responsibility. 
For their comfort they have states’ rights, 
but it is difficult to feed it to cattle. 

A cynical citizen, in a letter to the 
editor, suggests that the state, its prayers 
unanswered, use some discretionary funds 
and import the Hopi Indians and have 
them perform their rain-bringing snake 
dance in north and south Georgia. But, 
as afore noted, he is a cynical man. 

There is no humor in this predicament 
of drought. It means heartbreak and 
loss. It will prevent some young men and 
women from going to college. It will hurt 
business everywhere as farmers are less 
and less able to buy. As usual, the heav- 
jest burden falls on those least able to 
bear it—the small farmer who lacks capi- 
tal. He cannot replace his livestock with 
better grades at lower prices. 

There are many things which can be 
done—but they can come only out of 
long-term plans. Our leadership may or 
may not make them, 

Meanwhile, there is still prayer. And 
we solemnly and reverently suggest 
prayer, not from the rooftops with sound- 
ing brass and tinkling cymbal, but pray- 
ers in the privacy of home, office and 
church,

Once upon a time the business of selling was a comparatively 
simple one. A man would have something another man desired and 


some money would change hands. 


Later, merchandisers and the advertising people created new 
markets by creating desire and thus demand for their products. 
The general idea was not only to tell people about the better mouse- 


trap but to get them clamoring 
mice about. 

Now the discovery has been 
made by the motivation research- 
ers that there are two” faces to 
this coin. The psychologists and 
social scientists whose business it 
je to find out why people do not 
respond jo some selling techniques 
have come up with some answers 
having to do with the id, the 
psyche and_ the _ psychiatrist's 
couch. 

Guilt feelings and emotional 
blocks, they decided, can play as 
large a part in business as in be- 
haviorism. Thus, what they call 
the “fear of posthumous guilt’ 
was found to keep some men from 
using airlines. The men were not 
afraid of death; they were afraid 
their wives would prove critical 
if anything happened to them. So 
the psychology was to sell the 
wives on flying and the motivation 
researchers say it is working 
quite well. 

Sometimes such prejudices are 
rooted deep in a buyer's subcon- 
scious. Everyone concerned was 
mystified why engineers and pur- 
chasing agents were reluctant to 
buy glass pipe even though they 
admitted the glass pipe was good. 
The motivation researchers decid- 
ed that people weren't buying the 
glass pipe because of an emo- 
tional block about the fragility of 
glass acquired in their childhood. 
They learned as small boys that 
they were spanked whenever they 
broke a water glass. 

The problem now is to unblock 
this particular emotion, as a bank 
in Rochester, N.Y., decided to do 
when the motivation researchers

One aspect of the drought which has been 
too little dwelt upon, I fear, is the depressing 
effect it has had upon the angle worm popula- 


tion. Things hav@ come to such a pass that nowhere in the hard 
baked earth can a man go out afid dig himself a can of worms 
for fishing purposes. He can dig a hole deep enough to put a horse 
in, and find no worms to speak of, and those he does find are lean 
and stringy. There is no juice in them, no meat on their bones, 
and no fish of any sense at a1] would nibble at one. 


And I think there should be some 
sort of federal aid to fishermen 
to give them relief. They ought to 
write their Congressmen, urging 
them to pass a law. Those counties 
which have. been certified for 
drought relief should also be certi- 
fied as’ eligible to receive fish 
worms, shipped in, at reduced 
prices, from those areas where the 
falling rains have kept the ground 
soft and where the worm popula- 
tion is heavy. 

It seems unfair, in a democratic 
country, for one group of citizens 
in certain fortunate areas, to have 
an oversupply of fish worms, 
while others, through  circum- 
stances entirely beyond their con- 
trol, must go wormless. 

There is one emergency mea- 
sure though, which Georgia fisher- 
men may take while awaiting fed- 
eral assistance. Some weeks ago, 
in the turpentine woods below Val- 
dosta, Ga., I came upon a stake 
set in the ground.

But he pointed out 
that if only half his members were to come one Sunday there would 


not be standing room for them. 

Despite optimistic statistics on 
church membership I doubt if half 
of the people of America attend 
church with any degree of regu- 
larity. We love our Lord’s story of 
the lost sheep and we get into our 
minds a picture of ninety-nine in 
the fold and one who was lost. 

But Christ told that story to il- 
lustrate the attitude of the shep- 
herd. He nver intended us to take 
those figures as representing the 
population. Actually, there are 
many more out of the fold than in. 

Let that one sheep represent 
many of those who are out of the 
church. Why was he lost? We do 
not believe he was black and the 
other sheep were white. He prob- 
ably was as good a sheep as any 
of the others. No doubt this sheep 
loved the shepherd and enjoyed the 
fellowship of the other sheep. Cer- 
tainly he did not intend to get lost. 

Likely what happened was this 
sheep was out eating the grass. It 
was good grass and good for him 
to eat it. As he ate, he walked 
along not realizing he was getting 
farther and farther away from the 
shepherd. After a while he looked 
up and it was dark and he was out

of sight of the shepherd. He was 
lust because he gave his entire at- 
tention to the grass. 


And there are vast numbers of 
people who believe in God, who 
are glad we have the church and 
who are not bad people at all. They 
have high moral standards and 
they are not mad at God nor the 
church. 

But they become so interested in 
their business, recreation, social 
life, family and other things—good 
things—that they forget the church 
and what it represents. Multitudes 
of non-churchgoing people have 
simply drifted away from it. 

We would not be-so foolish as to 
say all the churchgoing people are 
good and the nongoers are bad. 
That is simply not true. I know 
some criminals who regularly at- 
tend church. I know many very 
good and fine people who don’t go, 

We live pretty much by habit. 
We get up at a certain time, go to 
work a certain route, wear a cer- 
tain type of clothes, and so on. And 
many people don't go to church 
simply because they are not in the 
habit of going.

At least that is the consensus of 
politicians of both parties, and for 
selfish reasons it is their business 
to know. Not only do they say so 
— but, more important, they act 
that way. Republican candidates 
for Congress, and even some for 
state office, are huddling under his 
mantle and singing his name. Dem- 
ocrats, on the other hand, refrain 
from direct attacks on the Presi- 
dent, with very rare exceptions. 

They go, too, a step beyond 
avoidance of criticism of the Pres- 
ident. This is to proclaim how the 
President needs a Democratic Con- 
gress to protect him from the Old 
Guard Republicans who are bound 
to be back again in as large num- 
bers as usual. 

As for the attitude of the public 
at large, the President finds him- 
self in almost an unique position. 
He occupies a place separate and 
above the Republican Party, the 
Congress, and even the govern- 
ment’ He is detached. He is the 
‘Ike’ that he was to the Gls of 
European battle days. He is still 
the general who won the war in 
Europe. 

The Eisenhower popularity 
seems to have reservations which 
may become important in time, or 
may not. Some disappointment is 
discernible among Eisenhower 
devotees. But so far many of these 
have found it possible to rational- 
ize disappointing episodes by blam- 
ing persons around the President 
rather than the President, himself. 

For all of his continued popular- 


large. 


ity, however, it seems to mean lit- 
tle, if anything, to candidates for 
Congress on the Republican ticket. 
It does not seem capable of being 
transferred or divided or shared, 
That is nothing new or unusual. 
That has been true generally of 
other popular Presidents, including 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. The mil- 
lions liked “‘F.D.R.,’”’ as they like 
“Ike.”’ But on the matter of can- 
didates for lower offices, why they 
prefer to decide that for them- 
selves. 

In any discussion of the Presi- 
dent’s popularity, another question 
is always asked. This is: 

“Will the President run for a 
second term?”’ 


Nobody knows, of course, proba- 
bly not the President, himself. 
But it may. not be entirely his de- 
cision. It is certain that Republi- 
can Party leaders will bring tre- 
mendous pressure upon him to run 
again and chiefly because of the 
position he holds in the public mind 
which is above politics and apart 
from the Republican Party, That 
was why he won in 1952, as party 
leaders know. He had to drag the 
party along with him and it lum- 
bered along so far behind that it 
barely won control of Congress. 

Though Democrats may chal- 
lenge this, it is ventured that the 
‘Ike’ legend might very well win 
again, even if the Republican Pare 
ty loses control of Congress in the 
November election.

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Mobiles— 
Art That’s 
On the Go 


By MARY DENMARK 
Little chunks of balsa, 
Little bits of steel, 

Go to make a form of art 

We moderns call ‘‘mobile.”’ 

Mobile was once simply the 
long part of “automobile” or a 
Southern city beside a bay. 

Now the word connotes a deli- 
cately balanced, three - dimen- 
sional piece of art that moves 
with every breath of air, al- 
ways changing shape. 
STARTLING 

Usually constructed of wired- 
together bits of metal, wood, 
glass and anything else you care 
to add, mobiles were once con- 
sidered startling by a public un- 
accustomed to fragile looking art 
that was forever moving around. 

However, familiarity seems to 
have made the heart grow fond- 
er, and mobiles now show up in 
homes, department stores and 
even the corner drugstore where 
they advertise toothpaste 
or cleansing tissues. 

And in art classes—even in 
grammar school—making mo 
biles has become a regular fix- 
ture in studying design and col- 
or. 

At Westminster School, in a 
classroom full of moving art, a 
group of high school girls are 
now in their second week of 
learning to construct mobiles. 
FIRST STEP 

Teacher Rebecca Wall ex- 
plained the first step in construc- 
tion is having in mind some idea 
of what the finished mobile is 
going to look like. 

That settled, you gather ma- 
terials and start to work. 

You begin with the smallest 
member of the mobile. It could 
be something like a gilded cork 
studded with toothpicks balanc- 
ing an oddly shaped, brightly 
painted segment of an old orange 
juice can. 

The small member is then bal- 
lanced with the next largest and 


so on until the mobile is com- 
plete. 
Miss Wall reminded the class 


that making a mobile is a lesson 
in the laws of mathematics and 
physics as well as design. 

If the mobile begins to get un- 
balanced, the addition of a 
weight will usually put things 
back on the level. Miss Wall said 
that often such a weight can be 
turned into an asset. 

SWIVEL WEIGHTS 

Fishing tackle boxes, she said, 
are great for mobiles. Swivel 
weights, for instance, are useful 
to keep each part turning around. 

Round-nose pliers, coat hang- 
ers, copper wire, tin snips and 
a punch are other’ essential 
equipment. 

Themes for mobiles under con- 
struction were as varied as the 
girls in the class. 

Bitsy Wesley designed her mo- 
bile so that it spells different 


words as it moves — “‘like a 
Scrabble game,’’ she said. 
The letters, cut out of thin 


strips of balsa and painted every 
imaginable color, are those in 
her name and in the name of 
the hoy she goes with. 

Her classmate Abbie O'Connor 
remarked, “‘I do them according 
to what mood I'm in.”’ 

Very enthusiastic about the 
mobile project, she added, ‘It’s 
such a good way to express your- 
self. It's something new every 
day.’

‘The Normal Diet’ 
Required 2 Decades 


What shall I eat to keep 
healthy? This question and many 
others along this line prompted 
a Boston physician and a col- 
league to compile what they con- 
sidered a normal diet. According 
to their report in the American 
Journal of Digestive Diseases, 
the dietary plan required ‘‘two 
decades of close and concentrat- 
ed study of foods and their ef- 
fects upon the body, and endless 


experiments of the various com- | 
ponents contained therein on the | 


wear and tear of human tissue.’’ 
The regimen includes as many 


eggs as permitted and meats | 
such as lean beef and mutton, | 


lamb, veal, ham, 
Fowl consisted of chicken, 
key, squab, duck, and partridge 
but no goose. Virtually all types 
of seafood and fish are listed.

nuts and grains. In the normal 
diet, it is better to avoid fried, 
fatty, oily, or greasy food except 
on occasion. The Baltimore phy- 


sician believes butter dressings 
and buttered vegetables should 
not be used, presumably to re- 


duce the cholesterol intake. A 
thin spread of butter or cream 
cheese is allowed on bread. 


The list of carbohydrates is too 
long to be listed but unlimited 
quantities of green, leafy, and 
fibrous vegetables can be tak- 
en. Winter vegetables should be 
parboiled and a small or half 
of a medium sized potato, sweet 
potatos or yam may be taken 
once or twice daily. Noodles, 
macaroni, rice, hominy, lima 
beans, dried beans, peas, corn, 
or lentils in one or 1' 9 table- 
spoon portions may be substi- 
tuted for potato.
